BUCHAREST— (RNS)— All  church- 

owned  schooU  in  Romania  have  been 
taken  over  by  the  Communist-con¬ 
trolled  government  under  a  new  law 
which  provides  that  “aU  confessional 
snd  private  schools  are  the  property 
of  the  sUte.” 

According  to  Scantela,  the  purpose 
of  the  new  law  Is  to  place  all  educa¬ 
tion  under  sUte  control  and  to  de¬ 
stroy  “the  ancient  undemocratic  sys¬ 
tem."  Resistance  to  govemmeot  ao- 
quisitlon  of  the  schools.  It  was  made 
clear,  will  be  considered  as  sabotage. 

Scantela  said  the  measure  specifies 
that  properties  "which  exclusively 
^  served  culU  wlU  be  returned  to  the

pocketbooks  and  money-maklnc  abil¬ 
ities  as  well  as  with  our  hearts. 

Strange  truth  it  is — and  sad — that 
many  Baptists  who  believe  what  God 
says  about  good  and  evil,  aalration 
and  Justilicadon,  life  and  death,  love 
and  hate,  service  and  selfishness, 
blood  and  cleasing,  sin  and  the  for¬ 
giveness  of  sins,  heaven  and  hell  be¬ 
lieve  not  Qod  when  he  says,  “The 
tenth  is  the  Lord’s” — obey  not  Ood 
when  He  commands  us  to  place  the 
whole  tithe  into  Bis  treasury. 

What  must  vre  do?  I  think  of  the 
word  PROMISE.  Get  people  to  pledge 
the  tenth  and  pay  it.  Thus  would  we 
do  unto  God  while  we  live  what  God 
has  done  for  His  people  through  aO 
centuries.  In  Eden  God  pledged  a 
Saviour.  In  Bethlehem  and  on  Calvary 
God  paid  that  pledge.  Thousands  of 
times  God  pledged  to  bless  His  people. 
In  thousands  of  ways  He  paid  *  the 
pledges.  God  pledges  to  bless  His  peo¬ 
ple  when  they  pay  the  tithe— and 
make  that  tithe  the  least  they  put 
in  God's  treasury  for  the  use  of  God’S 
causes  by  God’s  people.  Are  not  bless¬ 
ings  promised  to  tlthers  more  than 
to  other  persons  in  other  relations? 
"Prove  me  NOW  herewith  ...  if  I  win 
not  open  you  the  windows  of  heaven, 
and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that 
there  shaU  not  be  room  enough  to 
receive  It." 

■  think  of  the  word  PLENTT.  If  ev¬ 
ery  Baptist  were  a  tlther,  we  would 
have  plenty  of  money  for  the  causes 
of  Christ  for  all  expenses  of  the 
churches  sufficiency  of  money  to 
.  supper  the  needs  of  aU  educational 
p:!is<itution.s  and  mission  causes.  The 
abundance  of  the  holy  TENTH  would 
be  added  to  abundantly  by  offerings — 
because  moot  tlthers  go  far  beyond 
the  tithe. 

I  think  of  the  word  PRAYER  If  a 
Baptist  knows  that  the  TENTH  is  the 
Lord’s  and  is  holy  unto  Ood — can  he 
expect  God  to  answer  prayer  when  he 
in  his  pocket  or  has  hoarded  in 
the  bank  money  which  should  be  in 
God’s  treasury  and  expended  for 
God’s  glory? 

If  a  Baptist  gives  less  under  grace 
than  the  Jew  gave  under  law— less 
this  side  of  the  cross  and  the  empty 
tomb — than  the  Jew  has  beyond  the 
cross  and  empty  tomb— has  he  yH 
learned  that  grace  should  promote 
tithing  rather  than  dimtni«h  tithing? 
And  has  such  a  Baptist  shown  grati¬ 
tude  for  the  unlimited  and  unmerited 
favors  of  God  to  the  utterly  unde¬ 
serving,  which  is  grace? 

I  think  of  the  word  PERSISTENT. 
Let  us  at  all  times — when  we  preach 
and  when  we  teach  and  when  we 
bring  money  to  God's  treasury — be 
insistent  and  not  apologetic,  persist¬ 
ent  and  prayerful,  earnest  and  zealous 
in  exhortation,  planting  in  the  hearts 
and  placing  on  the  minds  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  the  truth  that  the  TENTH  Is  the 
Lord’s — and  that  every  Baptist  diould 
be  a  payer  of  this  tenth.  And  let  us 
be  resistant  by  word  and  deed  to  all 
excuses  people  make  against  the  pay¬ 
ing  of  the  tithe — against  the  paying 
to  Ood  of  that  which  is  His  and  holy 
unto  Him.

Chaplain  Rutledge  ia  on  the  staff 
of  the  mental  hoapital  aa  a  member 
of  what  ia  commonly  called  “the 
healing  team,”  .composed  of  a  psy- 
chiatiiat,  a  physician,  a  psychologist, 
and  a  minister. 

Chaplain  Rutledge,  a  graduate  of 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary  and  a 
chaplain  In  the  army  during  Wmld 
War  U,  feels  that  pastors  are  in  the 
key  position  to  spot  personality  mai- 
adjustraent  in  its  incipient  stages  and 
either  do  something  personally  or  re¬ 
fer  persons  to  specialists.  In  training 
pastors  lor  this  enlarged  pastoral 
ministry  he  feels  that  much  delin¬ 
quency,  criminality,  alcoholism,  and 
mental  illness  can  be  prevented  as 
people  are  led  Into  “the  richness  and 
fuUness  of  a  well  Integrated  Christian 
life." 

Rutledge  is  one  of  the  first  full¬ 
time  mental  hospital  chaplains  in  the 
South,  especially  trained  in  dealing 
with  mental  and  emotional  problems. 
A  native  of  Groveland,  Fla.,  he  earned 
his  B.  A.  degree  at  Stetson  University. 
DeLand,  Fla.,  where  he  later  taught 
biology  and  biblical  subjects.  He  re¬ 
ceived  the  B.  D.  and  the  ThJA.  de¬ 
grees  from  Southern  Baptist  Semi¬ 
nary.

The  druggists  explained  that  the 
reason  they  had  been  selling  tbtx  type 
of  magaxine  was  that  they  were 
forced  to  take  them  in  order  to  get  the 
better  magazines.  Instances  were  cited 
in  which  druggists  that  refused  to 
accept  certain  comics  found  thefr 
supply  of  higher  class  popular  maga¬ 
zines  cut  In  half. 

’The  Arizona  Republic  stated.  “The 
Pharmacists  adopted  a  resolution 
agreeing  to  ban  the  comic  books 
where  there  is  known  evidence  of 
communistic  propaganda,  racial  prej¬ 
udice,  sordid  and  brutal  killings  and 
the  like.  The  resolution  further  called 
for  support  of  all  organizations  inter¬ 
ested  in  civic  betterment  In  the  fig^rt 
to  clean  up  the  newsstand  shelves.” 

Public  Approves 

The  next  day  after  this  announce¬ 
ment  was  made  In  the  paper  another 
story  was  carried  that  stated  that  the 
druggists  bad  been  flooded  with 
phone  calls  and  other  expressions  of 
approval  on  the  stand  they  had  taken. 
The  police  department  and  the  coun¬ 
ty  attorney  have  also  expressed  them¬ 
selves  as  willing  to  cooperate  in  the 
move  to  eliminate  these  objectionable 
pubUcationa.  The  paper  stated 
the  principal  complaint  against  the 
cheap  serial  picture  magazines  Is  that 
they  glorify  crime. — Arizona  Baptist 
Beacon.

‘Jews  .  ,  which  deUvered  us  from  tha

Bmiley  asserted  that  “every  man  is 
responsible  for  his  own  saivaUon.  He 
has  the  free  wiU  to  accept  or  to  refuse 
the  Gospel  eaU.  If  •he  persisU  in  that 
refusal  be  will  be  hopelessly  lost.  That 
is  hell.” 

In  his  refutation,  Andrews  cited  as 
hh  amharUy  lor  disWUcf  in  hcH  and 
the  devd  the  Rikheal  RmR  af  Mua. 

“In  John  0:70,”  ha  anid,  “Jesw,  In 
speaking  U  His  diaaiptas,  aid,  ‘Have 
I  not  choaan  you  tnalva,  and  ane  af 
you  is  a  devil?’  Now  according  to  the 
words  of  Jasns,  this  ankkes  a  man  a 
devil." 

As  for  hell,  Andrews  discredited  its 
existence  by  quoting  Jesus  as  saying, 
“In  My  Father’s  house  there  are  many 
mansions.  . .  1  go  to '  prefxure  a  place 
for  you.’ 

“Jesus  said.  ’The  klqgdom  of  heaven 
Is  in  you.’  He  never  said  the  Ungdom 
of  haU  waa  anywhere.  If  there  was  a 
double  kingdoBS.  He  would  have  told 
you.  Ood  has  all  the  power  needed  to 
punish  wrong-doing.  He  needs  no  as¬ 
sistance  in  the  form  of  a  devil  or  a 
place  of  eternal  punishment.

But  in  spite  of  his  kind  offer, 
the  leader  would  not  permit  him 
to  do  the  work.  This  wise  leader 
said,  “It  is  as  much  a  part  of  our 
Christian  duty  to  keep  after  the 
laxy  to  try  to  induce  them  to  help, 
as  it  is  to  do  anything  else.  It  is 
nerve  racking,  but  we  cannot 
shirk  our  duty."  This  was  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  thought  to  some  of 
them,  and  they  unmediately 
caught  the  leader’s  spirit.  Many 
ones  were  enlisted  and  the 
result  was  much  better  than  if  a 
few  had  done  it  all.  . 

Nothing  is  so  detrimental  to 
good  work  in  .any  organization  sw 
for  a  few  to  shoulder  all  the  bur¬ 
den.  It  may  develop  a  high  degree 
et  efficiency  in  the  few,  but  it 
should  be  a  help  to  all. 

It  takes  a  world  of  patience  to 
deal  with  people  who  cheerfully 
promise  and  often  fail.  It  is  some¬ 
thing  like  the  mother  in  the  home 
who  longs  to  take  the  bungled 
task  from  the  childish  hands  and 
finish  h  herself  with  a  few  swift 
strokes,  but  she  does  not.  The 
child  must  be  trained.  So  it  is 
with  .Readership  in  any  field.  A 
true  leader  is  one  vho  not  merely 
^ts  the  task  complied,  but  who 
inspires  others  to  want  to  help. 

Some  people  choose  to  over¬ 
look  the  fact  that  Cod  is  pleased 
when  we  work,  and  that  He  com¬ 
mands  us  to  work.  Much  is  said 
about  our  duty  on  the  Sabbath, 
and  rightly  so;  but  far  too  little 
has  been  said  about  our  obligation 
.to  perform  service  during  the 
other  six  days.  Ask  someone  what 
the  Fourth  Commandment  is 
about  and  he  probably  will  say, 
*Tt  is  about  keeping  the  Sabbath." 
So  it  is,  but  it  is  also  about  work 
during  the  weekdays.  “Six  days 
shalt  thou  labor  and  do  all  thy 
work;"  Exodus  20:9.  The  com¬ 
mandment  requires  both  work 
and  rest  at  appropriate  times.  We 
need  to  learn  to  consider  work, 
any  honest  activity,  as  a  dignified 
and  valuable  service  to  God,  the 
church,  and  the  community. 

So  don’t  /ihoulder  all  the  bur¬ 
den  yourself  because  you  can  do 
it  well.  Help  others  to  share  in  the 
work  and  in  so  doing  you  will  be 
helping  them  yourself,  and  the  en¬ 
tire  church  program.

sau,  thought  that  physical  want 
wBn  the  standard  for  making 
choices.  Again  i  nthe  New  Testa¬ 
ment,  we  find  that  the  rich  young 
ruler’s  yard  stick  was  money,  ma¬ 
terial  gain. 

Jesuii;  however  .gave  us  the  per¬ 
fect  evaluation  by  His  example  as 
well  as  by  His  teachings;  that  is, 
putting  our  Heavenly  Father  first, 
others  second,  and  self  last.  “I  am 
come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abun¬ 
dantly,"  (John  10:10)  was  His  pri¬ 
mal  purpose. 

There  is  no  selfishness,  pride, 
nor  vain  glory  in  this  statement. 
He  is  the  only  person,  human  or 
divine,  who  is  worthy  of  our  fol- 
lowship.  If  we  should  strive  to  pat¬ 
tern  our  lives  by  some  person 
whom  we  know,  we  should  only 
seek  to  emulate  those  Christian 
ideals  that  have  become  a  part  of 
that  person. 

It  soun«ls'almost  trite  to  put  into 
words  the  fact  that  we  all  have 
certain  scales  by  which  we  gage 
our  lives.  However,  w’e  must  be 
ever  conscious  of  this  in  order  that 
we  may  keep  worhlly  ambitions 
from  clogging  our  minds. 

Christ  is  sufficient,  not  only  for 
giving  us  the  evaluation  scale  that 
leads  to  a  successful  life  liere  and 
in  Eternity,  but  His  all-sufficiency 
enables  us  to  overcome  tempta- 
ionst  that  would  deter  us  in  our 
jouAey  through  life:  “Tliere  hath 
no  temptation  taken  you  but  such 
as  is  common  to  man:  but  God  is 
faithful,  who  will  not  suffer  you  to 
be  tempted  above  that  ye  are  able; 
but  will  with  the  temptation  also 
make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may 
be  able  to  bear  H."  I  Corinthians 
10:13.

Religious  Freecdom? 

Durmg  our  tour  of  Europe  last 
summer,  we  were  told  that  nnost 
of  the  money  which  had  been  paid 
by  the  United  States  government 
for  damages  in  Italy  had  been  paid 
to  Catholic  churches  and  organiza¬ 
tions,  and  that  very  little  had  been 
paid  to  Protestants. 

We  read  a  great  deal  about  re- 
Ugious  liberty.  When  we  publish¬ 
ed  an  article  concerning  the  Prot¬ 
estants  of  Dixon.  New  Mexico  pro¬ 
testing  against  the  public  schools 
being  run  by  the  Catholics  and 
children  being  made  to  attend 
Catholic  prayers  or  else  stand  out¬ 
side,  several  letters  were  received 
denying  these  facts.  However, 
these  have  been  confirmed  in 
many  ways  and  point  to  the  fact 
that  the  Catholics  do  not  believe 
in  religious  freedom  except  when 
they  are  in  the  majority. 

Without  comment,  we  publish 
below  a  recent  news  dispatch  from 
Religious  News  Service.  Draw 
your  owm  conclusions. 

ROME — A  decree  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  Italian  Republic 
authorizing  limited  reconstruction 
of  non-Catholic  war  >  damaged 
churches  has  just  been  published 
here. 

It  provides  for  the  repair  and 
reconstruction  of  buildings  be¬ 
longing  to  non-CathoIic  cults  un¬ 
der  certain  conditions.  These  are 
that  “they  do  not  belong  to  for¬ 
eigners,  there  is  only  one  place  of 
worship  in  a  single  community, 
they  are  legally  recognized,  and 
their  reconstruction  is  considered 
neecssary  by  the  ministries  of 
public  works,  the  interior  and  the 
treasury  in  relation  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  worshipers.” 


If  I  were  the  devil  I  would  increase 
irreligious  indifference  to  the  greatest 
degree  I  could.  I  would  keep  the  peo¬ 
ple  from  reading  the  Bible.  I  would 
get  them  to  form  the  non-church  go¬ 
ing  habit.  I  would  always  have  some¬ 
thing  for  them  to  do  on  prayer  meet¬ 
ing  night,  or  on  the  Sabbath  day.  I 
would  minimize  the  importance  of  the 
Sabbath  to  such  an  extent,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  that  very  few  people  would  re¬ 
gard  it  as  of  any  importance.  I  would 
turn  it  from  religious  Instruction  to 
having  a  good  time. 

When  Ood  saw  the  condition  of  fall¬ 
en  humanity  he  regarded  the  need  of 
such  a  fallen  creature  to  be  so  great 
that  he  should  take  one-seventh  of 
his  time  to  informing  himself  about 
his  soul,  the  endless  future,  the  rem¬ 
edy  for  sin  and  the  need  of  human 
service.  If  I  were  the  devil  I  would 
convince  as  many  people  as  possible 
that  Ood  was  utterly  mistaken  in 
such  a  conclusion.  I  would  use  every 
means  that  I  could  use  to  convince 
the  people  of  God’s  mistake  about  the 
Sabbath. 

I  would  get  the  people  to  under¬ 
value  church  membership  and  Chris¬ 
tian  association  and  cooperation.  I 
would  get  them  to  think  lightly  of 
missions  and  of  church  membership. 
I  would  keep  them  away  from  church, 
if  I  could,  year  after  year,  and  find 
as  much  as  possible  for  them  to  do 
along  other  lines.  If  I  were  the  devil 
I  would  use  sermons,  religious  news¬ 
papers  and  other  means  to  magnify 
differences  of  opinion  concerning 
Christian  work.  I  would  get  the  people 
to  underestimate  as  far  as  possible  the 
value  of  Christian  missions.  I  would 
make  fun  of  revivals  of  religion  and 
I  would,  as  far  as  possible,  promote 
criticism  of  evangelists  in  revival 
meetings. 

Perhaps  this  editorial  is  already  too 
long.  It  is  not  difficult  for  us  to  think 
or  write  about  what  any  of  us  would 
do  if  he  were  the  devil.  Let  us  turn 
the  matter  around  and  ask  ourselves 
what  ought  we  to  do  in  opposition  to 
the  devil’s  wicked,  infamous,  terrible 
work.  We  should  build  every  good  in¬ 
stitution.  We  should  put  in  our  time 
serving  Ood  and  humanity  as  effec¬ 
tively  as  possible.  We  should  build  up 
the  churches  and  make  them  power¬ 
ful  in  their  influence  for  everything 
that  Ood  loves  or  desires  accomplish¬ 
ed.  “Let  all  things  be  done  unto  build¬ 
ing  up."— Baptist  Standard.

Life's  Evaluations 

An  all-important  question  that 
we  must  continually  answer  is  that 
of  by  what  evaluation  scale  we  are 
gaging  our  lives.  In  our  present  day 
mode  of  living,  we  need  to  often 
take  inventory  to  find  out  whether 
we  are  giving  Christ  the  pre¬ 
eminence  or  the  things  of  the 
world.
